How did this ancient people pile up 
this colossus?

have given us 
a 
credible 
description,

Popular Science. 
Many modem theo­ 
ries are modifications of the engineer­ 
ing data disclosed by these writers. 
IJ me* tone was the principal m ater­ 
ial used. 
This was quarried 
about 
twelve miles from the side of Cheops’ 
pyramid. 
It was cut in large blocks 
by an ingenious application of one of 
the most elementary laws of physics 
that of cubical expansion. 
A deep 
groove was first cut into the stone 
by the use of tools that are today ri­ 
diculously 
crude. 
Wedges 
of 
soft 
wood were then forced into 
these 
grooves. Roiling water poured on 
the 
wedges caused th«*m to expand, and 
this expansion broke off a huge block 
of limestone. 
This wearsome process 
was repeated thousands of times by 
slaves. 
The huge 
stones, 
obtained 
with so much trouble, were then load­ 
ed on sledges and hauled away to the 
building site. 
Historians have long behoved 
that 
these ancient builders used a 
long 
earthem ramp or incline up which the 
stones were dragged by thousands of 
slaves. 
This ramp was added to as 
the work progressed, gradually 
in­ 
creasing in height ami length. 
When 
the last stone capped the pyramid the 
ramp must have been about 500 feet 
in height and several miles in length. 
To build such a ramp has caused engi­ 
neers to wonder if the Egyptians may 
not have used a simpler method. 
A modern vngineer, 
who recently 
investigated this subject, has rejected 
the ramp th e o ry as being utterly im­ 
practical. 
He asks, “Why should the 
Egyptians have thrown 
up 
a huge 
earth 
mountain 
to 
build 
another 
smaller mountain of stone?’’ He sug­ 
gests that the incline of the pyramid 
itself was used in hoisting the stones 
in place. 
This method will be better under­ 
stood if a brief account is given 
of 
the general construction of the pyra­ 
mids.

with 
a triangular-shaped 
piece of granite, leaving a perfectly 
smooth incline. 
Were the blocks of 
stone hauled up this incline with long 
ropes pulled by slaves? 
This is 
the 
modern engineer’s hypothesis. 
■But how should we build the pyra­ 
mids today? 
In lower Broadway, New York, 
an 
iron-workor foreman steps to the edge 
of the structue, waves his hand to an 
engine operator twenty stories below, 
ami a 5-ton girder mounts skyward. 
Imprisoned steam or a current surg­ 
ing through an electic motor would 
have literally 
tossed 
the limestone 
blocks of the pyramid into the air. 
With modern devices we could build 
a pyramid in a year. 
There is 
no 
doubt that concrete would be used in 
its construction. This would take the 
place 
of Egyptian 
limestone. 
An 
enormous 
concrete-mixing 
plant 
would he erected. This would be cap­ 
able of handling thousands of tons of 
concrete a day. A great steel tower, or 
several of them would then be built. 
Fresh concrete would be rushed 
to 
these by a multitude of bucket con­ 
veyor* 
from

this point it would flow down
